a Profafion of Blood, would be in Danger of being fab- 
verted by the King’s lofing his Jn endency, as truly as by: 
the Commons lofing their Independency. 

This is the Confitution of England; andI call upon Mr. 
Ciicafle, or the Author of the Differtation on Parties, to 
explain nnd vindicate the following Propofition laid down 
in the Craft/man, in any other confiftent Senfe: viz. 
“<The Friends cf Liberty acknowledge, that a Balance of 
«¢ the Powers, divided among the Three Parts of the Le- 
‘¢ giflature, is efféstia/ to our Conftitution, and neceffary 
<< to fupport it”. 

This being true, what fhall we think of any Attempts 
made to deprive his Majefty of that Power over all Offi- 
cers, Civil, Military, and Ecclefiaftical, which is fo abfolute- 
ly neceffary to the Prefervation of his Confitutional Indepen- 
dency; or ofa LATE ATTEMPT made todeprive the 
King of his Lega/ Power of placing or difplacing Officers of 
the Army ? for the Confequence would be, that the Army 
would be no longer properly fubje to the King. If this 
Power was taken from the Xing, and lodged in the Pardia- 
ment, twould then bethe Perliament’s Army ; which would 
be weakening the Balance on the King’s Side ; as the Di/po- 
fition of ali Places by the Parliament, would be a total De- 


fruGion of the Balance, and an End put to all Kingly Go- 


vernment. But, if inftead of lodging this Power of dif- 
placing Officers of the Army in the Parliament, we fhould 
lodge it in the Army itfe/f, and fuffer none to be removed, 
but what are removed by a Court-Martial, that would be 
ferting up gnother Power in the Kingdom, which would 
have a frong and direct Tendency to make the A rmy @b- 
folute and tndependent of both King and Parliament: It

Such aa Attempp 
will Jet us All clearly fee the Defign of thofe Men wha 
talk fo loudly of a National Usion: ‘The Defign is, to 
fett!e another Confitution, which they afirm, the Nation 
hath a Right to exped?#, anda Right to reff, if not com- 
plied with. And yet thefe Men who are now thus a@éy- 
ally attempting to alter the Conftitution, in its very Fun- 
damentals, as well as publifhing to the World, that it 
ought to be fo altered, are the fame Perfons who continu- 
ally write and act againft the pre/ent Government, under 
the fpecious Pretence of defending the Conffitution - Thefe 
Men who have been, for feveral Years paft, declaimin 
upon the Danger of an Army, are the fame Perfons who 
lately attempted to eftablifh a kind of Eternity and Inde. 
pendency in the Army, by making the Officers removable 
only by them/fe/ves. 

To conclude: An Attempt to deprive the King of his 
Right of difplacing Officers, unlefs tried by a Court-Mar- 
tial, is an Attempt to deprive him not only of a Power 
which is his Right by Law, but which is juf in it/e/f, and 
ought to be made his Right by Law, if it was not fo ; be- 
caufe there may be fubftantial Reafons, not cognizable by 
a Court-Martia/, nor fit to be laid before them, which 
ought to determine a King of Eng/end to difplace an Of- 
ficer, as unqualified for fo great and important a Truft; 
fuch as Difaffecfion to his Government, or factious Cabal- 
Hing with Trayters and known Facobites, and vowing De. 
ftruction to his beft Friends and moft faithful Servants, 
&c. But, I forbear, and am heartily forry that 
there hath been an Occa/fion given to fay fo much.

‘The regular Troops, which King Staniflaus has now in 
Dantzick, for the Defence of that Place, are encreafed 
to 8,000 Men, and the Dentzickers, pretend they can 
Arm 2,0000 more themfelves, with which they think 
themfelves out of all Danger, at leaft ’till the Raffians are 
very confiderably re-inforced. “The Magiftrates have caufed 
the Banks of the River C/adgw:to be cut, by which they 
have laid the whole Dantzickerwerder, and the Country 
for half a Mile round about the City, under Water. Not 
withftanding what has been faid, in fome Letters, of 
King Stanifleus’s Departure, frefher Letters fay he is yet 
at Dantzick, and refolyed to ftand his Ground.

After this he prefled them to defer the Diet of Election, 

till the next Spring, under Pretext of giving them a fut- 
fici ent Time to proceed maturely in their Choice. 

The Diet was foon obli iged to fufpend its Debates for a 
Time by the Irruption of the Zartars near Zolkiew, and 
a Mutiny in the Army; and it was qi uick}y afer wa aris 
entirely diffolved, upon Horodensk1, the Nuncio of Czer- 
nicow’s leaving the Affembly, and protefting - gainft all 
their Proceedings. Not long after, the Lithuanians were 
likewife in Arms, under Pretence, that their Rights and 
Ecclefiaftical Immunities, had been infringed by the Ar- 
my. Thefe Troubles were, however, fooner appeafed 
than thofe in Po/end, where the Rebels committed great 
Depredations, and were n t brou ght to a Senfe of their 
Duty, till the Month of May 1697. ‘The Turks and Tar- 
fers advanced, in the mean ‘Time, within eight Leagues 
of Lecpold, and laid all Wafte before them, The Abbot 

de 
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de Polignac, who was then Ambaflador from France in 
Poland, offered, in his Mafter’s Name, 100,000 Florins, 
to put the Poles in a Condition to drive thefe ftroling 
Guefts from their Frontiers; but no Ear was given to his 
Propofal. That Minifter had a watchful Eye over the 

ueen’s Motions, in Favour of her Sons. He foon faw, 
that all her Efforts would be in vain, for either of her 
younger Sons, and, he knew the Averfion the Majority 
of the Polifs Nation had conceived againft the Eldett. 
He, therefore, concluded it might now be a proper Time 
to propofe a Prince of the Houfe of France. He com- 
municated his Opinion to his Court, and infinuated that 
it would be no great Difficulty to raife a powerful Party 
to favour the Prince of Conti’s Intereft. The next Step 
he took was artfully to diffuade the Polis Nobility from 














propofing any of their own Body, as Candidates to the ; 

rown. Having, as he thought, fecured this Point, he Ca 
made no fcruple to name his Candidate ; as a Prince who e, 
could protect and defend their Country, from all Infults. : 
He was immediately oppofed by the Jmperial Minifters ; 


but the Abbot anfwered the Objections that were made 
egainit the Prince of Conti, in fuch Manner as was fatif- 
factory to many. None was more inflexible than the Bi- 
fhop of Cujavie, who was not by any Means to be 
) brought over to the French Party. Neverthelefs, the 
Abbot was fo fuccefsful, that he induced all the Dvyetins 
to exclude Prince Fames Sobieski, and his two Brothers. 
The Exclufion of the German Princes followed ; and the 
fime Thing was attempted with Refpect to the Prince of 
ronti, but fuled. It was now the chief Aim, as well of 
tie Jmperta? Minifters, 2s of the Friends to Prince Famies, 
to endeavour the Deftruction of the Prince of Certi’s Par- 
ty. Tothis End they propofed feveral Candidates ; But 
notwithftanding all their Attempts, the Matter lay be- 
tween the Elector of Saxony, and the Prince of Conti. 
The latter had all along had a confiderable Party ; but 
that of the former got Strength by Degrees. The Sup- 
port fent privately by the Court of Vienna, the Com- 
plaints of the great Diftance of the Prince of Cont, and " 
the Want of Money to pay the Army, all contributed to 
the Advancement of the Eleétor. 
On the rgth of May, 1697 the Diet of Election was 
opened, with the ufual Ceremonies. The Pa/atines 2-

Mam 
about fix Months before be died, chofe to draw bim in bis 
cwn Hair; and from this Mr. Faber took bis Print, which 
perbaps excels every Thing of the Kind which has yet been 
feen in England. “The Face of our Medal is well repre. 
ented in the Print above; but the Beauty of the Reverfe 
is fpoilt. The Letters and Figures under it are made fo 
larze, that the Pyramid 7s too much fhortened, anda the Set- 
ting Sun crowded too near it. The Size of the above Print 
is exaéily the fame with that of our Gold end Silver Me- 
dals,
